Water would only prove a 
damuge In the fourth, or btood sweat, 
phase, and even af it were possible to 
satisfy the thirst of the victim his 
mental condition would never be clear.

form, and pointed out how the church 
had failed in the past to properly utile 
ize her power because of disunion, 
want of definite aim, Jack of organi- 
zation, ete.
